BRUSSELS. CP) — China's de¬ 
mand for what would amount to 
sanctions against Japan was 
dramatically opposed by Italy to¬ 
day in the Brussels conference 
seeking to end the Chinese-.Jap- 
anese war. 

The Chinese delegate. Dr. V. K. 
Wellington Koo, urged a confer¬ 
ence decision to withhold war ma¬ 
terials and credits from Japan and 
supply them to China. 

This evoked immediate objec¬ 
tion from Count Lugi Aldovrandi- 
Marescotti, delegate of Italy, 
against which the League of Na¬ 
tions decreed sanctions because of 
her invasion of Ethiopia and which 
has been Japan's friend at Brus¬ 
sels. 

"That is entirely ruled out,” said 
the Italian. “We are not here for 
that. It is entirely outside the 
scope of the conference.” 

Nevertheless the United States, 
British and French delegations 
presented the conference with a 
draft of a joint declaration stress¬ 
ing the illegality Jape-i' mili¬ 
tary action in China and assert¬ 
ing it amounted to defiance of the 
whole world.

ITALY FIGHTS 
JAPAN ACTION

heard Norman H. Davis, head of 
the American delegation, declare 
there were “compelling reasons” 
why Japan should cooperate in 
the search for peace. 

“The question which we are con¬ 
sidering, in its final analysis, is 
whether international relations 
shall be determined by arbitrary 
force or by law and respect for 
international treaties,” Davis de¬ 
clared. 

“In fact, that seems to be the 
greatest issue that faces the 
world today and is one of the 
most momentous problems that 
mankind has been called upon to 
solve.” 

After reviewing the history of 
the Brussels conference and 
Japan’s reply to its approaches for 
collaboration, Davis added: 

“Had Japan accepted I am con¬ 
fident we would have been most 
helpful to her as well as to China 
which It was our most sincere de¬ 
sire to please. 

“I am convinced the only just 
and durable solution would be a 
settlement by voluntary, peaceful 
agreement which would result in 
good will, confidence and mutually 
beneficial commercial relations.” 

SHANGHAI. CPI—A Japanese 
gunboat successfully crossed the 
partly broken boom obstructing 
the upper Whangpoo river today 
after armed Japanese naval 
launches had swept the stream of 
mines, exploding several harm¬ 
lessly. 

The exploratory voyage up the 
Whangpoo and the trip to Tao of 
other armed launches up the Soo- 
chow creek indicated Japanese 
preparations to use both streams 
to transport military supplies to 
its armies advancing westward 
toward Nanking. 

Japanese declared officially they 
intended using Soochow creek to 
transport supplies through the in¬ 
ternational settlement. Foreign 
defense officers avoided possible 
friction, recognizing the creek was 
an open waterway. 

(United States marines guard a 
section of the international settle¬ 
ment bordering the creek.) 

United States Consul General 
Clarence E. Gauss interceded with 
the Japanese today to create a 
safety zone for foreigners at Soo¬ 
chow, city west of Shanghai which 
the Japanese have threatened with 
bombardment. 

Negotiations were begun with 
the Japanese embassy at the re¬ 
quest of United States Ambassa¬ 
dor Nelson Johnson to whom 
American missionaries in the Soo¬ 
chow vicinity had pleaded for help. 

Soochow, once the capital of a 
Chinese dynasty and now one of 
China’s cultural and literary cen¬ 
ters, apparently was in danger of 
a heavy Japanese air attack. 

Its inhabitants were warned by 
leaflets scattered from Japanese 
planes to flee the city before mid¬ 
night.

REFERRED TO WEBB 

District Attorney Menton has 
referred questioners to Webb's 
opinion. City Atty. Lew Blodget 
has held the agency “may” be 
legal.

AMES REFUSES TO RULE 

Judge Ames held in his decision 
that he could not rule on legality 
of the business, that being a mat¬ 
ter to be decided by a court of law 
rather than equity — in other 
words, to be decided by a judge 
or jury in a criminal case. 

West’s contention that his in¬ 
junction was prayed for under an 
invalid section of a section of the 
penal code forbidding taking of 
race bets was overruled by Judge 
Ames, who held that the law was 
excepted rather than invalidated. 
Application for an injunction in 
that case was proper only under an 
invalid or unconstitutional law. 

Although he has received 
“numerous informal complaints” 
against operation of the “bookie 
shop” Sheriff Logan Jackson to¬ 
day Indicated he has not planned 
action to close the establishment. 

“If it Is operating illegally, it 
obviously should be closed," the 
sheriff declared, but he declined to 
say whether he would consider it 
his office’s duty to close the book¬ 
making establishment.

Striking at assertedly false re¬ 
ports circulated in Santa Ana re¬ 
garding the civil service propo¬ 
sition to be voted on Tuesday, 
Mayor Gillette of Santa Monica, a 
city which has civil service, today 
issued this statement: 

“The editorial which appeared 
in a Santa Ana paper last night 
against civil service is rather in¬ 
teresting, but only to people who 
like to be kidded. 

“Santa Monica has had a very 
fine civil service operating for 
something over a year. During 
that time her tax rate has been 
decreased 32 cents; while we all 
know our current condition. 

“The civil service board of rep¬ 
resentative citizens in Santa Mon¬ 
ica is paid a small fee. The civil 
service board of Santa Ana, com¬ 
posed of prominent citizens, will 
donate their time. 

“Our present city attorney has 
completely drafted a civil service 
ordinance at no cost to the city. 
He has patterned this ordinance 
after the finest and most modern 
in the state. Santa Ana is there¬ 
fore being offered modern legisla¬ 
tion and an opportunity for home 
rule. 

“No power of firing is taken 
away from a department head 
under civil service. A much need¬ 
ed check, however, is put on every 
department head, so that no un¬ 
warranted discharges will be made. 

“The finest fire and police de¬ 
partments in the state are at pres¬ 
ent operating under civil service 
legislation. We therefore earnest¬ 
ly recommend to the forward 
thinking citizens of Santa Ana 
and the taxpayers of Santa Ana 
their support in the civil service 
measure because it will decrease 
taxes for the following reasons: 

“First, turn over, which is so 
costly in any organization, will be 
greatly reduced. 

"Second, political padding of 
payrolls near election time, will be 
eliminated. 

"Third, only efficient, wide¬ 
awake employes can maintain a 
job in city service, and all new 
employes will receive their ap¬ 
pointments on their own merit and 
not costly political pull.” 

Dead Horses Now 
Safe on Streets 
Of New York City 

NEW YORK. (A>)—After next 
Jan. 1 New Yorkers will be legally 
free to leave a dead horse in the 
street “without fitting illumina¬ 
tion and a tag declaring who be 
the swner.” 

They also will have a legal right 
to fly a kite within the city limits, 
boil bones without a permit—or 
own a bean shooter. 

This new freedom will result 
from the efforts of Reuben Laz¬ 
arus, and a staff of 40 lawyer as¬ 
sistants who for two years have 
been weeding out ancient city 
statutes and codifying municipal 
laws. 

Thanks to Lazarus, public build¬ 
ings soon will need no longer have 
"at least one cuspidor for every 
two people.”- -and one will again 
have the privilege of driving pigs 
down “Broad Way,” a pleasure 
that has been banned since the 
17th century.

City Has High 
■ Percentage of 
Owned Houses 

“We want a house. Or an apart¬ 
ment. We want some place to live. 
And there doesn’t seem to be a 
thing.” 

Realtors and builders admitted 
today that plaint is becoming 
more and more common, as the 
"big squeeze" definitely was on. 
Coupled with a steady rise in 
building costs, Santa Ana is faced 
with an unparalleled housing 
shortage. 

Rentals are scarcer than at any 
time in the past five years—and 
rental prices have jumped on an 
average of from $10 to $20 with 
rising costs of living and cor¬ 
responding, though slower, in¬ 
creases in salaries. 

FEW VACANCIES 

Prospective renters or pur¬ 
chasers of Santa Ana homes t(xlay 
can pick their houses from a va¬ 
cancy list of only one per cent, 
Earl Hawks, president of the 
Realty Board, admitted. The nor¬ 
mal vacancy runs from five to 10 
per cent. 

Rents have jumped 20 per cent 
in three years, while values have 
jumped five per cent. 

The average rental today is 
something over $30, Hawks said, 
with very few going at the de¬ 
pression price of $20. Rentals in 
the north end of town average 
from $35 to $45. In other sections 
they are approximately $10 lower. 
RENTALS LOW 

However, Hawks pointed out, 
Santa Ana rentals are not high, 
compared with those in cities of 
a corresponding size. He also ex¬ 
plained that during the depression 
years rentals often did not justify 
ownership, as they failed to defray 
interest costs on loans or tax costs. 

Santa Ana has an unusually 
high percentage of owned homes, 
figures released by the realty 
board and the Federal Bureau of 
Home Economics showed. The 
j average here is “somewhere over 
65 per cent," compared with a 
national average of around 40 per 
cent. 

“The present trend toward 
amortized home loans," Hawk ex¬ 
plained, "is largely responsible for 
a considerable increase in home 
ownership during the past several 
years. 

“Many homes were lost during 
the depression through the pre¬ 
vailing practise of financing on 
short-term loans, and the difficul¬ 
ty of refinancing contracts." 
BUILDING DRIVE 

From the Orange County 
Builders’ Exchange came the an¬ 
nouncement that a concerted drive 
to induce more building is being 
launched. 

“We are making every effort to 
induce prospective home-owners 
to build now," G. W. Bassett, sec¬ 
retary, said. "The widespread 
feeling that building prices are too 
j high is largely erroneous. They 
are going to be higher.” 

He described building costs as 
"about average,” and blamed labor 
troubles for a large portion of the 
stalemate to building activities 
now being felt. 

NEW APARTMENTS 

Realtors said the most apparent 
result of the current shortage in 
Santa Ana is the "astounding” 
increase in erection of apartment 
houses. At least six new apart¬ 
ment dwellings have gone up with¬ 
in the past year, and several more 
are under construction. Apart¬ 
ment rentals, however, are in¬ 
creasing rather faster than home 
rentals, it was pointed out, due to 
increased tax loads, overhead and 
building costs. 

The average rental price for 
apartments today is between $35 
and $45, with virtually no va¬ 
cancies.

About Printing 
Signs With Silk 


By MILLARD BROWNE 

By using a piece of silk instead of deft fingers, and a 
rubber squeegee instead of a bristly brush, “hand-painted” 
signs are produced in Santa Ana in quantity lots big enough 
to compete with commercial printers and lithographers. 


DRIVER EXONERATED 

A coroner’s jury yesterday ex¬ 
onerated Donald Orvil Norland, 
25, Cypress, of any criminal re¬ 
sponsibility for the death last 
Saturday of Bing Quong Woo, 
elderly Chinese pedestrian who 
was killed as he ran in front of 
Norland’s car near Cypress.

& Campbell Funeral home in j 
Anaheim. 


It’s called silk screen process 
painting, and it involves more 
principles used in mimeographing, 
printing, lithographing, photo-en¬ 
graving and etching that those 
used in sign painting. 

* * * 

Principal Santa Ana exponent 
is Clyde W. Rowland, whose sign 
shop specializes in silk screen 
work. Rowland's been using the 
process for more than 15 years, 
has developed several original 
quirks that put him in direct 
competition with big-time San 
Francisco and Los Angeles 
lithographers. 

• * • 

In its most elementary form, 
painting with silk is like using a 
stencil. The silk is stretched drum- 
tight over a frame, everything 
coated except the places where the 
squeegee is supposed to force paint 
through the mesh to make a letter 
or figure. 

* * * 

That’s only the beginning, 
though. From there, the proc¬ 
ess has been developed so it will 
blend practically every color in 
the rainbow, all in one impres¬ 
sion, so it will print several dif¬ 
ferent screen effects, shadows 
and highlights at the same time. 

* * * 

The last improvement is one 
Rowland himself has made. He's 
fixed up what corresponds to a 
"Ben Day” process in photo-engrav¬ 
ing. By different means, varying 
from simply washing the screen 
with water to etching a sensitized 
covering on the same screen with 
acid, the Santa Ana sign man now 
can put shadows with several dif¬ 
ferent shades of blackness on one 
of his signs. 

* « * 

Process [Winters use a special 
kind of silk. Called bolting cloth. 
It’s made In France and Switzer¬ 
land, costs as high as $24 a 
yard. “The Swiss seem to have 
some secret formula for weaving 
silk that makes It better for 
painting than any yet produced 
in this country,” Rowland 
claims. The kind he uses has 163 
meshe« to the inch, and the 
threads are interlocked. This 
prevents it from spreading, he 
explained, and it gives the fin¬ 
ished job a smooth effect. 

* * * 

Silk screen painting works best 
with fairly small quantity-lots. If 
the job runs much less than 25 
signs, it's simpler to paint them 
all by hand, because making the 
screen is a long, laborious process. 
And if it runs over a thousand, 
lithographing is enough faster to 
make process painting more ex¬ 
pensive. 

• * * 

Painting with silk is practical 
in certain jobs that can’t he 
lithographed, though. The proc¬ 
ess will “take” on any kind of 
|iaper, metal, wood, glass, card¬ 
board or practically any other 
base. Rowland's even put it on 
curved surfaces. 

• * • 

For most jobs, he uses an inex¬ 
pensive “press” he's rigged up. The 
screen, mounted on a frame sus¬ 
pended above a table in the shop, 
is swung into position on top the 
article to be painted, and a squee¬ 
gee (which looks something like 
the scrapers window-washers use) 
is rubbed over the screen, forcing 
paint through where pores in the 
silk haven’t been filled. 

* * * 

Biggest quantity job Rowland 
has heard of has come from a 
screen he made for the Pure 
Food Products company in Or¬ 
ange. The company rigged up its 
own frame, used the screen to 
label boxes for distributors of 
its product. 

* • * 

And miraculous as it sounds, 
the screen has stood up through 
more than 300,000 impressions— 
150,000 boxes on both ends. The 
screen was beginning to wear the 
other day, was brought in to Row¬ 
land who patched it and put it 
back in use. 

* * * 

Several other packing houses 
use the silk process for labels, 
and many big stores or other 
business houses have built their 
own printing frames to handle 
showcards, price tags and sun¬ 
dry posters. 

* * * 

Two novelties screen process ex¬ 
perimenters have developed: Imi¬ 
tation Neon signs and decalcimania 
(signs printed backwards that 
transfer paint itself to windows.) 
* • • 

The imitation Neon is done by 
processing both sides of a glass 
pane, letting streaks of light shine 
through a light coat of orange 
paint on the back of the glass. 
They’d fool anyone at a distance. 
A former employe at Rowland’s 
has a patent on the Neon sub¬ 
stitute. 

* * * 

The “decalcs" are made hy 
process-printing the desired de¬ 
signs and colors on a glossy pa- 
per with laquer. Water sticks 
a glue-like substance on the 
back of the sign to glass, washes 
the paper off the front, and just 
the laquer is left on the window. 

• • • 

Biggest surface Rowland has 
tried to print with silk screen is 
that on the school girl safety zone 
signs adopted more than a year 
ago for Santa Ana. 


The signs were a local inven¬ 
tion, by the way—promoted by Pa¬ 
trolman J. W. Foster of the police 
department. He conceived the idea, 
had Rowland draw some rough 
sketches, finally put it over with 
the city council. The idea “caught' 
and now Rowland processes them 
on steel plates cut at the Moritz 
foundry. 

■ * * 

He's sold the signs, which 
were printed on wood until 
breakage prompted him to 
switch over to steel, to a dozen 
California cities, and has had 

inquiries from as far away as 
Kansas City. 

• * * 

Rowland has reproduced some 

photographs by the silk screen 
method. They lose too much de¬ 
tail to be very valuable commer¬ 
cially, but it gives an idea what 
the screen process will do. 

• • V 

To copy a drawing or photo¬ 
graph, process painters photo¬ 
graph the picture onto a screen 
with sensitized covering, then etch 
the covering with acid much in the 
same way photo-engravers make 
newspaper "cuts.” 

* * • 

Rowland is currently occupied 
with the third reprinting of some 
novelty cork table coasters with 
Mexican design. They were first 
marketed last spring by a La¬ 
guna Beach concern which or¬ 
dered 4000 as an experiment. 
“Hand painted” by the screen 
process, they became popular, 
mostly on the Atlantic coast, 
and Rowland now is finishing his 
third order of 4000 sets.

SCHOOL COST 
INCREASES 


It costs 29 per cent more money 
to operate the Santa Ana schools 
this year than it did last. 

This means that its costs you. 
as a taxpayer, just over 12 cents 
more on each 100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation this year to pay teacher’s 
salaries and general maintenance 
costs. 

Ten cents of this increase is di¬ 
rectly due to teacher's salary in¬ 
creases voted this year, Chairman 
George Wells of the board of edu¬ 
cation announced today. 

Other costs, however, combined 
to raise the elementary, $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation to $2.17. 
CAPITAL OUTLAY HEAVY 

Close behind operational costs 
in accounting for the jump was a 
27.90 per cent increase in capital 
outlay for new buildings and 
equipment, amounting to 16 cents 
of the 43-cent rise in taxes. 

Interest and principal payments 
on bonded indebtedness accounted 
for another 10 cents, of 22.90 per 
cent of the increase. Only .04 of a 
cent will go toward building up a 
reserve fund. 

The 43-cent increase in the tax 
rate, figuring in an anticipated 10 
per cent delinquency, will raise 
$104,638.82. 

$35,000 FOR NEW BUILDING 

Wells’ figures showed that $35,- 
400 will be expended on new build¬ 
ings this year, and $14,443.18 for 
new equipment. Both figures are 
considerably below the five-year 
average set since 1933. In that 
time $1,102,207.19 has been ex¬ 
pended in capital outlay, of which 
$1,031,930.16 was for new build¬ 
ings. 

Only $116,607.19 of this was 
raised by direct taxation, however, 
the bulk of it coming in the form 
of a Greene Bill loan from the 
state for $615,000. Sale of bonds 
accounted for $223,000, and a fed¬ 
eral grant accounted for another 
$147,600. 

Wells pointed out that recent re¬ 
financing of the Greene Bill loan, 
reducing the interest from 4.4 per 
cent to 2.2 per cent, is saving the 
taxpayer $138,134.50 in interest 
charges during the life of the loan.

March, at 
the moment, is the deep-dyed vil¬ 
lain who’s holding out on the com¬ 
mon people. He handles half the 
tickets. 

Every ducat of today's game was 
disposed of weeks ago, and de¬ 
tectives employed by West Point 
have been haunting the trail of 
every ticket speculator in the city. 
When they find a ticket that has 
been sold originally to a member 
of the Army athletic association, 
that member is dropped forever. 

“We have only 40,000 tickets to 
begin with," Captain March ex¬ 
plained. "Notre Dame disposes of 
the other 40,000. Then, when we 
have taken care of some 30,000 
applications from members of the 
Army association, there are only 
10,000 left for the general public.

RE-ELECTION 
OF MAHONEY 

Forty-Ninth Annual 
Convention Opens 
in Boston Today 

By BILL BONI 

BOSTON. (VP)—Defeated by a 
vast fusion majority in his recent 
campaign to become mayor of 
New York, Jeremiah T. Mahoney 
may he re-elected president of the 
National Amateur* Athletic union 
without campaigning at all by an¬ 
other fusion majority that prac¬ 
tically amounts to popular ac¬ 
claim. 

The head of amateur sport’s 
ruling organization already has 
announced he is not a candidate 
for a second term. But the dele¬ 
gates to the A. A. U.’s forty-ninth 
annual convention, which opened 
a busy three-day program today, 
are paying that announcement lit¬ 
tle heed. 

Those who helped elect him a 
year ago and many of those who 
then were fighting him are hand- 
in-hand in the mushrooming mo¬ 
tion to keep the New York at¬ 
torney in office. There aren’t, in 
fact, even any prominent candi¬ 
dates to run against him. 

But Mahoney is a central fig¬ 
ure at this convention for other 
reasons as well. In addition to be¬ 
ing president, he also Is head of 
the executive and foreign rela¬ 
tions committee, one of 31 sched¬ 
uled to meet today and the one to 
which principal interest was di¬ 
rected. 

This committee is the one that 
will recommend, when the dele¬ 
gates gather in general assembly 
tomorrow, the stand to be taken 
on the National Collegiate Ath¬ 
letic association’s campaign for 
control of American Olympic com¬ 
mittees on track and field, swim¬ 
ming, rowing and wrestling. 

That control now rests with the 
A. A. U. The question before the 
house is whether to retain it, re¬ 
linquish it or seek a compromise 
arrangement that will satisfy both 
parties. 

This convention promises to be 
unusual. Unlike previous meet¬ 
ings, there is no discernible in¬ 
ternal friction, somewhat of a rec¬ 
ord in itself. Furthermore, the 
amount of business to be trans¬ 
acted would do credit to a special 
session of congress. 

When the delegates have dis¬ 
posed of the award of national 
championships, approved or dis¬ 
allowed 136 records, passed on 55 
revisions in the A. A. U. code and 
finally have finished up on Mon¬ 
day with the election of officers, 
"little man, you’ve had a busy 
day” will be more of a slogan than 
a song title.

Britain May Take

LONDON. </PI—The government 
proposed today that the British 
coal mining industry be operated 
by the state. 

Private operators would be 
bought out at a cost of $332,250,- 
000, under the terms of a govern¬ 
ment bill published today and to 
be submitted to parliament. 

A new coal commission would 
be established to replace the pres¬ 
ent coal mines reorganization com¬ 
mission, and any new coal dis¬ 
coveries automatically would come 
under commission jurisdiction. 

The work of assessing mines and 
reimbursing present owners would 
take until July 1, 1942, whereup¬ 
on the government would assume 
full title. There are 4300 private 
coal mine owners now.

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TAX RATES 
IH SHARP 
INCREASE 


Total rate Increases form $4.60 
to $5.40 In real property taxes col¬ 
lected from Santa Anans were un¬ 
veiled before the Santa Ana realty 
board yesterday in a "fact-find¬ 
ing" discussion led by County As¬ 
sessor James Sleeper. 

Sleeper did the unveiling by 
breaking down the city, county 
and special tax rates levied 
against Santa Ana real and per¬ 
sonal property to show just where 
the increases occurred. The dis¬ 
cussion highlighted yesterday's 
weekly board meeting in the Ross- 
more cafe. 

TOTAL BOOST 80 CENTS 

Santa Anans paid £1,073,080.43 
(including a special Santa Ana 
boulevard tax) during 1936, boost¬ 
ed the ante to $1,273,551.04 this 
year. The total tax rate, he point¬ 
ed out, was boosted 80 cents de¬ 
spite an increase of nearly $300,- 
000 in the city's assessed valua¬ 
tion. 

The city contributed $196,- 
903.72 to the county government 
this year, only $148,911.24 last 
year. The rate- was boosted from 
62 cents to 81 cents. 

WELFARE COSTLY 

Biggest increase was for coun¬ 
ty welfare, where a 13>4 cent rate 
in 1936 was jumped to 30 cents 
this year. The 1936 collection in 
Santa Ana alone amounted to 
$32,424.22 for county welfare, 
compared with $72,927.30 this 1 
year. 

Sleeper's breakdown on the 
amount Santa Ana contributed to 
the county also showed an in¬ 
crease from 17 cents to 24)4 cents 
in the general fund rate, boost¬ 
ing collections from $40,830.50 
last year to $59,557.30 this year. 
The salary, health, hospital, in¬ 
terest and sinking fund, advertis¬ 
ing and park fund rates were de¬ 
creased slightly. 

Most salient increase in special 
tax rates for Santa Anans was 
the boost from $1.74 to $2.17 in 
school district assessments. This 
increase produced a revenue in¬ 
crease from $417,912.16 to $527,- 
507.47. 

TAX PAYERS EXTRAVAGANT 

City government was up from 
$1.50 to $1.59 (or $360,269.10, 
boosted to $386,514.69). 

“The only way to reduce taxes ,' 1 
Sleeper concluded, "is for the pub¬ 
lic to let up a little on the things 
it demands of its governmental 
agencies. Taxpayers are getting 
their money's worth, but their 
wants are becoming more and 
more extravagant.”

In our studies of the various phases of 
the Christian life, we are to discuss briefly 
this week the Christian minister. Of course 
in the larger sense of the word, we are 
all ministers for Him, but for today let 
us confine ourselves to the more strict 
use of the word. 

There are many callings open to one, 
such as medicine, law, artistry, writing, 
etc., but the noblest and highest calling 
given to man is the preaching of the gospel 
of Christ. Men may trifle with other pro¬ 
fessions, neglect them and perhaps cast 
them aside entirely, but not so with the 
call to the ministry—for anyone who has 
such a call and casts it lightly aside is 
casting aside one of the most prized call¬ 
ings which one might have. There are 
those who scoff outwardly at thoughts of 
even being a minister, but who has not 
secretly envied and wished they might 
been such a man as some great minister 
whom they have heard? Who is there 
who ever heard Gypsy Smith, Bud Robin¬ 
son, a Henry Clay Morrison, and has not 
wished they might be one of them ? 

☆ ☆ ☆ 

Sometimes people, especially young peo¬ 
ple, wonder just why their minister fol¬ 
lows his certain course. But usually they 
are following their leader God. as directed 
in His Book. Paul, in his epistles to 
Timothy who was in charge of the church 
at Ephesus, laid down some of the founda¬ 
tion and most valuable instructions for 
pastoral work. He gives the training or 
background of a good minister. Also some 
of the things a minister should avoid are 
listed as well as things a minister must 
do and teach. 


(ON THIS WEEK’S CHURCH SCHOOL LESSON) 

By Glenn L. Thorne 

A minister is sent by someone and 
sent to someone. He must be in the 
good graces of Him who sent him and 
also acceptable with those to whom he 
is sent. This is true whether the min¬ 
ister in question be a representative of , 

a government in some foreign country 1 

or whether he be a minister of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. Paul once called 
ministers of the gospel “ambassadors.” , 

This word adds dignity and responsi¬ 
bility to the office. An ambassador is 
supposed to have an extraordinary mis¬ 
sion, be in the highest standing with 
his sovereign and have the most ac¬ 
ceptable standing with the people to 
whom he is sent. 

Paul spoke of himself and of other min¬ 
isters at one time as “ourselves your serv¬ 
ants for Jesus’ sake.” The minister in this 
sense is one who ministers helpfully to 
the needs of others in the name of another, 
the minister of Jesus Christ, serving others 
in His name. The leadership of the min¬ 
ister is a leadership of service, not of dic¬ 
tation. Where there is preaching it is 
a ministry of helpfulness. Whenever he 
visits in the home it is with the purpose 
of bringing cheer and encouragement. Ali 
of the Christian minister’s efforts are a 
service, first of Christ and second to people. 

The minister must of course serve on 
the Christian level and within those bounds. 

His is a ministry not only in guiding peo¬ 
ple toward their future destiny, but also 


helping in the present everyday living. 
This calls not alone for encouragement 
but occasionally for some warning. He 
is not a calamity howler, but the path of 
life is fraught with dangers and pitfalls, 
and he has seen more of the different sides 
of life which we pass unnoticed, and is 
able to offer valuable help. 

There are those who outwardly jeer at 
ministers, but what would this world be 
without them? They have taken the lead 
in many reforms. They have preached 
against sin in high places as well as low. 
The forces of evil have tried to hush their 
mouths with money, but like Paul they 
have said “Thy money perish with thee.” 


Some might despise the ministry and 
feel they have no need for the services 
of their pastor. But their lives are not 
yet all lived. Many people do not look 
“up" until they are flat on their backs. 
But some of us have learned to look up 
daily, and to really appreciate our min¬ 
isters and their helpfulness. I was once 
laid up for eight long years. Before that 
I had given little thought to the more 
serious things of life. But during those 
eight years I saw life from a different 
angle. Our pastor proved to be my real 
friend, the one most interested in me out¬ 
side of my own immediate family. Today, 
years later, he still holds the very highest 
regard in my thinking. Hs is elsewhere 
now, but other pastors have proved to be 
just as great men. Right here in Santa 
Ana are such men. My hat is off to the 
Christian ministers. Let us support them 
in every possible way.

To the professional military of¬ 
ficer there is no duty more ter¬ 
rible than that of ordering his 
troops to fire on unarmed civilians, 
his fellow citizens, in time of in¬ 
surrection. If he orders his men 
to shoot anyone who crosses a 
deadline previously made known 
to the crowd, the dead and 
wounded are likely to be more 
or less innocent individuals in the 
front rank who were shoved across 
the line by pressure from the rear. 

They may even include women 
and children, for it is the studied, 
ruthless purpose of those who pro¬ 
mote such disturbances to put au¬ 
thority on the spot and exploit the 
humane instincts of the soldiers 
for their own advantage. 

If, on the other hand, the offi¬ 
cer fails to carry out a warning 
to shoot those who cross the line, 
the mob begins to doubt that he 
will fire at all, and the front ranks 
press closer and closer to the 
soldiers. 

CASUALTIES WORSE 

If, finally, they are permitted to 
come close enough to grab the 
men's rifles the officer has lost 
the initiative and must then be 
responsible for anything that hap¬ 
pens in a general rough-and- 
tumble. In this event the casual¬ 
ties are likely to be much worse 
than they would have been if he 
had made good his threat in the 
first place. 

The theory of the deadline is 
that although it necessitates some 
bloodshed, it is actually humane 
and economical.
